Dogs of F'.cll county, the home 
oi Joseph F. Bosworth, coal oper- 
ator and Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, are yielding 
more in taxes to the state than 
I are the many rich coal mines and 
i| their ccinipincnt in the county. 

This statement was made yes- 
terday by Robert T. Crowe, La- 
grange, former Speaker of the 
House, and author of a production 
coal tax bin which was passed in 
the T U 'tne of Representatives 
during the 1917 special session ofi 
the k|iri.salture and which was dc- 
feate«l in the Senate. 

Mr. Crowe is an advocate of a 
tonnage tax on coal. He also if 
a champion of good roads move- 
ment, and advocates a special ses- 
sion of the legislature this wi»- 
in the interest of gofxl roads. h( 
said yesterday, provided the legis- 
lators can be comnnttcd in ad- 
vance to a tonnage lax on coal. 

Referring to recent interview 
from Mr. Bosworth in which he 
said he was making a profit of $2 
a ton on coal taken from his mines 
Mr. Crowe said tliat while his 
tonnage tax bill was in the legis- 
lature representatives of the ct)al 
mining interests appeared hctore 
the ci >n^i,i litre considering it and_ 
they \.ould be salisfied with a 
prt>(it ot" 10 cents a ion on ci ;il. In 
view of the fact that the coal op- 
eratf)rs are now making fwenty! 
times that jjrotit. they could well 
afTord to pay a production tax of 
10 cents a ton at the present time. 
Mr. Crowe said.
